Disragarding their 
games and chatter, h« worked out 
his scene-— a serno in the second art 
of that delightful comedy, which 
ranks with the best work he has ever 
dona.

Charles SmiUi. aged 15 years who 
on February 7 shot Prof. J. C. Gray, 
his teacher, in tbe back, committed 
suicide to-day by dftaMng carbolic 
acid. 

He was found dead in his father's 
bam this afternoon about 3:30 
o'clock. The boy disappeared last 
night and search to-day resulted in 
finding him dead. Prof. Gray had 
chastised the boy and tbe shooting 
was the sequel.
